1 . PORTUGAL: CARLUCCI INCURS PRESIDENTIAL DISPLEASURE 

ACTING ON INSTRUCTIONS FROM PRESIDENT EANES, GOP FOREIGN 
MINISTER MADEIROS FERREIRA CONVEYED TO AMBASSADOR CARLUCCI 
EANES' SURPRISE THAT THE AMBASSADOR HAD ATTENDED THE OPEN- 
ING SESSION OF THE AZOREAN ASSEMBLY. ACCORDING TO FERREIRA, 
EANES CONSIDERED IT "AN AMBIGUOUS ACT AT A SENSITIVE

THE SOVIETS CONTINUE TO SIGNAL THEIR CONCERN OVER THE PLIGHT
